Hé  assert- 
eu taat ‘the Chinese Church 
is as yet ‘neither . fully 
organised nor fully indepen- 
dent. Its mistakes, which in- 
have been numerous, 
have been due in large part to a 
lack of understanding of Chris- 
tianity and a failure to take 
Christ seriously enough. Its 
growth, furthermore, has been, 
viewed as a whole, superficial, 
forced and unbalanced. Some of 


its members and workers have, 


lost their heads, some of them 
become tired, and_ others’ have 
Jost faith in God. Most-of them 
are. wondering how to apply 
Christian principles to .China’s.
